believe. His spirit went to paradise. He 
had said to the penitent thief, “Verily, 
verily I say unto thee, Today shalt thou 
be with Me in paradise.” All efforts to 
explain this passage in accordance with 
the doctrine that is commonly called 
“soul sleeping” must be regarded by 
sound exegesis as a dismal failure. It is 
true that our Lord after His resurrection 
said that He had not yet ascended unto 
the Father, but His reference when He 
thus spoke was to His ascension in 
bodily form. His spirit went to paradise 
when He died upon the cross, and His 
body afterwards was placed in the sep- 
ulcher. In the hour of His resurrection 
His spirit returned and entered again 
into the body that had been dead, and 
Christ came out of the tomb, and forty 
days later He ascended in bodily form 
to the presence of the Father, where, as 
the Son of man, human as well as divine 
and divine as well as human, He sat 
down, our great High Priest, at the right 
hand of the Majesty in the heavens. 

In 2 Peter 1:15 Peter speaks of His 
death, the hour of which he was con- 
scious, was drawing near, as His exodus, 
“Moreover, I will endeavor that ye may 
be able after my exodus to have these 
things always in remembrance.” He was 
looking forward to His death as _ his 
exodus, or, in other words, to his de-

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parting from the body that he had been 
inhabiting since the day of his birth. 
And what his death was, namely, an 
exodus, the death of every child of God 
is. The souls of the saints who die do not 
sleep in the grave until the resurrection. | 
They go to the glory, and are with 
Christ in paradise. Paul was “in a strait 
betwixt two.” He was not quite sure 
just what he preferred, for he was not 
sure, everything considered, just what 
was best. But to his saintly soul, to de- 
part and be with Christ appeared to be 
“far better.” He had gone through so 
much, had endured so much, had car- 
ried such heavy burdens, and had been 
su weakened by bodily affliction and by 
continued persecution and labour that 
he longed for release from the conflict 
and to see the face of Him whom his 
soul loved. 

One of these days, if the Lord tarries 
much longer, each of us will have to go. 
Our exodus will take place. We shall 
leave behind these tenements of clay, the 
foundation of which is in the dust. Our 
friends will lay them away in the silent 
grave. But we shall not be in the grave; 
we shall have gone. “The days of our 
years are threescore years and ten; and 
if by reason of strength they be four- 
score years, yet in their strength labour 
and sorrow, for it is soon cut off, and we 
fly away. Note the fact that “we fly 
away. We do not remain to be put in 
the grave. No, we fly away. 

I dreamed a singular dream recently. 
I think dreams are designed to instruct 
us, and it may be, if a Joseph or a Daniel 
were always available, every dream we 
dream could be interpreted. 

I dreamed I died. It was not hard to 
die. I just seerned to fall asleep. And 
immediately, having died, I knew I had 
died. I was as conscious after I had died 
as I was before. I had an interest in the 
body I had vacated, and wanted it prop- 
erly buried, for I knew that I was to re- 
enter it someday, and that in the resur- 
rection it would be a glorified body. So 
I went, in my disembodied state, to look 
for a proper burial place. I found what 
seemed to me to be the proper place. It 
was a lovely spot on the side of a hill 
underneath a beautiful tree. Alongside of 
the spot there was a road, but it ap- 
peared to have been little traveled. I 
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told my wife of the selection I had made, 
and remarked, “There is room there for 
two graves; so when your time comes 
we can be buried side by side.” If I were 
an artist I could paint a picture of that 
lovely spot on the side of the hill, of the 
tree that overshadowed it, and of the 
little-traveled road that led up to the 
top of the hill. 

In the next stage of my dream I was 
in a large room. I do not recall that I 
saw anybody in the room, but I saw a 
table over at one end, and a large book 
lying open upon it. I heard no voice, but 
I was made to know that my name was 
to be recorded in that book, and that I 
was to write it there. It was a book that 
contained a register of the names of all 
the people who had died. I went to the 
table and sat down, and opened the book. 
The names that had been recorded were 
all in alphabetical order. So I found the 
proper place, and proceeded to write 
down my name. Then I noticed that 
there was a place for the date of my 
death. But several days had gone by 
since I had died, and I was not exactly 
sure what the date was. I could not re- 
member whether three days had gone 
by, or only two. So I said, “I will have 
to go and ask my wife what day I died, 
and then come back and complete the 
record.” And there the dream ended. 


Of what value was the dream? It im- 
a eas my mind with what I already 

ew, namely, that death does not end 
consciousness. I was just as conscious 
after I had died as I was before. These 
brains of ours are not our minds; they 
are simply the organs through which our 
minds operate. While we live in these 
bodies they are necessary, but they will 
not be needed after we shall have va- 
cated these tenements of clay that are 
of a material nature and that are de- 
signed for us to live in while we reside 
in a material world. 


The dream taught me also that we 
shall have an interest in the disposition 
of our bodies after we shall have made 
our exit from them. Knowing that those 
bodies are to have a part in the resur- 
rection and that we are to inhabit them 
again — inhabit them in a glorified form 
—we shall want them properly interred. 

The dream, too, seemed to indicate 
that in the spirit world there is a means 
of communication entirely different 
from the means which we have here. 
Vocal organs of a material nature are 
needed in order that we may speak here, 
and ears are needed in order that we 
may hear. But my body in the dream 
was dead. I had no vocal organs with 
which to speak, no ears with which to 
hear, and no eyes with which to see. I 
heard no voice or voices, and yet there 
were certain things I was made to know, 
and concerning which I had no doubt. 
I had no eyes, and yet I could see clearly. 
What are our eyes anyhow? They have 
been called “windows of the soul.” While 
the soul is within this earthly house it 
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needs windows through which to look, 
but when it gets outside these windows 
will not be needed. “Now we see through 
a glass darkly, but then face to face.” 

I believe that our memories after we 
shall have left our bodies will be per- 
fect. How then can I account for the fact 
that I was not able to remember the 
exact date of my death? This appears 
to have been a part of the divine plan as 
wrought out in the dream, and I do not 
think it was intended to indicate that 
we may forget some things after our 
“exodus” from these bodies. If I had 
been allowed to remember the date of 
my death, and had written it down, and 
had been abie to recall it after awaken- 
ing, it is likely that I should now feel 
that I know just when the Lord will 
take me. Ard it is not the will of the 
Lord that any one among us should 
know the day of his death. In the Word 
we are exhorted to be looking for the 
coming of the Lord, and to always be 
ready, “for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man cometh.” And this 
admonition should be headed by those 
who are goiny to have to die as well as 
by those who are to be alive when Christ 
shall come. 


We have all hoped that we might live 
until the coming of the Lord. But how 
many among us who have thus hoped 
have had to go by the way of what has 
been called “the dark valley.” Suppose 
we have to go that way. It matters not. 
My dream showed me that death is not 
difficult. Only those who are unpre- 
pared should fear death. To those of us 
who are ready death is but a star-lit 
road from a vale of tears, a world of 
sorrow, a reaun of temptations and trials 
and heavy burdens to the shores of eter- 
nal glory and everlasting blessedness 
where the throne of God is, and where 
throughout the ages of eternity there 
will be nothing to mar the beauty, for 
God shall wipe away all tears and “there 
shall be no night there.”

}oeginning. Many thousands of dollars 
jrom many different sources were con- 
verted into concrete and steel. And 
countless donated hours were poured 
jnto the shaping of that concrete and 
| :teel. 
Members of Glad Tidings Mission 
/zave until it hurt. As an illustration, Sis- 
‘ter Marjorie Maddocks remembers a 
‘ime when the women of the church 
zave their new spring bonnets — that is, 
they gave the money which would have 
jbeen spent for those bonnets. She says 
that it was not just a gesture in which 
e women gave a certain amount and 
then bought new hats anyway. The peo- 
ple had already done that kind of giving. 
Now they were making sacrifices that 
is eant they would really do without for 
themselves. 
| People all over the District made the 
same kind of sacrifices. Brother Craig 
}was District Superintendent. The Glad 
/ Tidings Church was looked upon as the 
‘District headquarters. Wherever Brother 
\Craig went in his District work the 
/churches and individual members of the 
‘churches gave for the development of 
+their headquarters work. Brother Ruben 
Wilson, pastor of the Glad Tidings 
‘church in Roseville, was a student in 
| Glad Tidings Bible Institute in 1924. He 
| writes, “In a very definite way Glad Tid- 
}ings Temple was the hub around which 
ithe whole District operated. Brother 
Craig used to go out over the district 
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| 
and even into the lower part of the San 
| Joaquin Valley, and I know at various 
places offerings were taken for the 
| school.” Brother Ely Persing, an old- 
‘timer of the GYTBI Alumni, and at pres- 
bent Assistant Superintendent of the 
j Northern California District, remembers 
‘the fact that farmers from all over the 
| country gave food to keep the growing 
school going. 

The first building to be constructed on 
‘the new site was the Institute building 
‘housing the dining hall and_ dormitory 
of the school. Glad Tidings Bible Insti- 
‘tute had been approved as the official 
‘district school, and students had begun 
/ to come from everywhere. Those stu- 
dents played an important part in the 
construction of the new buildings. 
Among the many who donated labor 
-were Wesley Jaeger; Lief, Walter and 
Arthur Erickson; George Kasparian;

those who came later helped with the 
construction of the temple. Brother Ru- 
ben Wilson says that the old apartment 
buildings which stood on the temple 
site were not yet torn down when he 
came to school. The temple was built 
while he was a student, and he did a lot 
of work on its construction. Recently 
when Brother Wesley Jaeger was speak- 
ing to the student body at the Institute 
he remarked, “I love Glad Tidings. I 
will always love the place. I feel like 
I am a part of it, and it is a part of me, 
for I plastered much of the front of it.” 


Stories are told of how, when the fi- 
nancial picture looked dark, the students 
were asked to pray. Oftentimes, as they 
prayed, God made them give the last of 
the money they had themselves, but 
somehow He supplied. One of those oc- 
casions will long live in the memory of 
the students. Brother Wilson says, “I 
remember one story Sister Craig often 
told. One morning in the mail she found 
a check for what she took to be fifty 
dollars. They needed money badly and 
she was very grateful and praised the 
Lord for it. When Brother Craig came 
in he looked at the check and said, “This 
is for fifty cents, not fifty dollars.’ Sister 
Craig looked at the check again. Sure 
enough it was for fifty cents, but she re- 
fused to be discouraged. She said, ‘I 
have thanked the Lord for fifty dollars 
end I believe He is going to give it to us. 
Before night God had sent in the fifty 
dollars.” 


The school faces a crisis again. Right 
now there is immediate need for fifty 


dollars in place of every fifty-cent piece 
which is in the building fund treasury. 
But God is still on His throne, and it is 
evident that He still has people through 
whom He can work as when first Glad 
Tidings was built twenty-five years ago. 
People over the District are responding 
with their offerings. The students have 
begun to spend their Mondays at the 
campground working, as did their fore- 
runners of the alumni. Volunteer labor 
is coming in from elsewhere too. This 
time the investment is in a District proj- 
ect which will be owned by the entire 
District rather than in the property of 
an individual church. This time the 
eroup which has moved in faith is the 
District board which stands as the 
church board stood a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. This time the hand that guides 
is that of our beloved Brother Gaston 
who has set the example in sacrificial 
giving, and is now believing God to con- 
vert the fifty-cent checks into fifty-dollar 
ones. 


The project cannot fail. Let us join 
Brother Gaston in prayer. Let us give as 
our parents gave, Let us work as others 
have done before.

LABORERS TOGETHER 
By Willard C. Peirce 
(Dean, Glad Tidings Bible Institute) 


“We are laborers together with God. 
1 Cor. 3:9. 


In this passage, the Apostle Paul uses 
two pictures of the church, a husbandry 
and a building. “T have laid the founda- 
tion” said the Apostle Paul, “and be care- 
ful how you build on this foundation.” 
Foundations are most essential. In con- 
cluding His Sermon on the Mount, our 
Lord Jesus said, “He that heareth these 
sayings of mine and doeth them, I will 
liken him to a wise man, which built 
his house upon a rock.” But the man who 
heard but did not keep His sayings was 
likened to a man who built upon sand. 
The kind of foundation’ determined 
whether the building would stand or fall 
when the storms would come. 


In John 15:16, Jesus said to His dis- 
ciples, “I have chosen you and ordained 
you that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your fruit should remain.” 
The permanence of fruitage depended 
on the proper preparation of the soil, the 
planting of the right seed, and the care- 
ful tending, watering, cultivation and 
pruning of the vines. 

Glad Tidings Bible Institute has prov- 
en to be a vine of God’s own planting. 
After the outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
in the early years of this century, God 
gave to Brother and Sister Robert J. 
Craig a vision for the evangelism of San 
Francisco, California, the United States 
and the world. Not only through the 
mission, tabernacle and temple which 
they successively carried on, but through 
the Bible Institute which they opened in 
1919 at 1536 Ellis Street. As Brother 
Craig said to Brother William Pickthorn, 
quoted in last month’s article, “One 
Hundred Thousand Souls for God,” from 
the start this burden was instilled in the 
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students, that each graduating class 
should add to the number till this objec- 
tive be obtained. 

Before his death, Brother Craig ex- 
pressed the conviction that this first one 
hundred thousand had been reached. 
And now the Glad Tidings students and 
alumni are working toward the second 
hundred thousand! “Fruit that shall re- 
main!” 

And now another forward step in the 
work of Glad Tidings Bible Institute — 
increased fruitage — an enlarged super- 
structure to the building of God, in the 
building of the new enlarged Glad Tid- 
ings at Bethany Park, Santa Cruz — in 
the heart of the redwoods. 

For the past three years, the churches 
of the Northern California and Nevada 
District of the Assemblies of God have 
been beginning to realize that Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute is their mutual re- 
sponsibility in a way they never realized 
it before. A wonderful work has been 
done for the past thirty years while the 
Institute has been associated closely with

Superintendent, Brother Steelberg, the 
most beautiful camp ground of all the 
camps of the Assemblies of God in the 
United States.” 

Already the new administration-class 
room building is enclosed -and the foun: 
dations of the new dormitories hav¢ 
been completed. Now we must follow 
Paul’s admonition, “let every man take 
heed how he buildeth thereupon.” Le 
every member of every assembly pray, 
“Lord, what wouldst Thou have ME ie 
do?” If each one does his part, the rais 
ing of the $75,000 needed to build these 
buildings will be amply provided. } 

How wonderful it would be to have 
the money coming in right along as it id 
needed, so that the buildings might he 
dedicated free from debt! 

If the present rate of progress can be 
maintained, it is expected that a portio 
of the dormitories may be completed sc 
as to be used by camp meeting time, an 
the entire building finished for use by 
the time the Institute opens in Sep 
tember.

(Sister Baird, the former Lula Ash- 
more, is originally from Northern Cali- 
fornia, spending her early years in Oak- 
dale and subsequent years in Oakland 
until she went to Bible school and later 
entered the ministry. Brother Baird is 
from Alameda.) 

The sign in Chinese characters on our 
mission, located in a housing project, 
means “God Called Organization Bless- 
ing Sound Hall.” This is the nearest we 
can come to interpreting Assemblies of 
God Mission into Chinese. To many it 
has become a sound of blessing as they 
have stopped by to listen to the good 
news of salvation. We do praise the 
Lord since our opening of this place ten 
months ago, we have seen about 35 
adults and children publicly confess 
their faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. We 
have had the happy privilege of seeing 
12 of them go through the waters of 
baptism recently. 

It has been said that Singapore is the 
largest Chinese city outside of China. It 
is exceptionally crowded. The majority 
of the buildings in that section which is 
called Big Chinatown are old and have 
been condemned by the government; 


therefore thousands are being moved to 
these new housing sections. The need 
for giving the gospel to these teeming 
thousands in Chinatown is exceedingly 
great, and buildings are impossible to 
rent. Often we hear the people who at- 
tend our meetings say, “When we were 
living down in Chinatown we never had 
this opportunity to hear the gospel.” 
How glad we are that some out of the 
thousands are now being moved to 
places where they can hear the gospel. 
We are most fortunate indeed to have > 
been granted one of these shophouses. 
in the midst of the Chinese. We are the - 
cnly mission thus far in Singapore who 
has a place like this. We have applied 
to the Municipality for two more in or- 
der to meet the needs of the Chinese in 
other housing projects in different sec- 
tions of the city. 

For some to accept Christ is to be 
ostracized from their Chinese friends 
and relatives. A husband and wife, who 
formerly worshipped idols, accepted the 
Lord. The wife accepted in our mission. 
When the neighbors learned they had 
given up and destroyed their idols they 
banded together and refused to buy any- 
thing. from their fruit stand. The result 
is that they can scarcely make a living. 
Many are being persecuted, but we do 
thank God for these 12 who have boldly 
manifested to all that they are going to 
follow Christ. The majority of them are 
in such financial straits that they cannot

But he’s a little bit skeptical of 
the experience of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. He comes to the youth 
camp, however, with an open heart. At 
the invitation he went to the prayer 
room and there he began to seek this 
experience. All of a sudden he was smit- 
ten with a terrible attack of appendicitis. 
He’s white with pain. In desperation he 
asks for prayer. We prayed and God 
met, and in minutes he is relieved and 
breathing easily again. He’s amazed at 
God’s answer and begins to seek God in 
earnest. In minutes he is speaking in an- 
other tongue and rejoicing in the reality 
of the Spirit’s infilling. That boy attends 
my church. 


Then there’s the experience of a young 
girl, just barely a teen ager and a C. A. 
She’s recently come into the church 
with her family and has found the Lord. 
When youth-camp time arrives she ex- 
citedly snakes plans to go. She’s never 
heard of the baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
but now she knows of it and goes to 
youth camp determined to receive her 
baptism. Night after night finds her seek- 
ing till the wee hours, and though she 
experiences ecstacies of joy, she’s a little 
disappointed at her failure to receive 
the coveted baptism of the Spirit. Then, 
toward the last of camp, her earnest 
seeking was rewarded and she is glori- 
ously filled. Shortly after returning home 
her family moved. They’re out in a re- 
mote section of the island region north- 
west of Stockton.
